According to the time they Adjourned unto, they Aſſemble again, 
being Pn 23, 1657. where after the uſuall Solemnities of Devo- 
tion performed, they repair to the Houſe, where they found ſome of 
their Number Commiſſioned, and impowered by the Protector, to 
ſwear them.

The Other Houſe, who would fain have the Honour to be called 
Lords, or rather 2 Houſe of Lords, did likewiſe in their Houſe pray at

Commons ) by Baron Hill and Serjeant Windham, (after the manner 
of the Houſe of Prers formerly) to declare their Meſſage,viz. Tha the 
In nomi- Howſe of Lords, or the Lords of the other Honſe had ſeat unto them, to deſire 
ve Domini their joyning with them in a Petition or Meſſage to the Protefler , That 4

Which Meſſage begat very high Debaets, and ſharp Speeches from 
y that were not at the making this lame and imperſect Modell, ſo 
as the aforeſaid Meſſengers were fain to wait a long time; but at 
length got this Anſwer, viz. That they would return an Anſwer by Meſ- 
ſengers of their own. 

The Houſe filling daily, and many of thoſe that had been ſecluded 
in the former Seſſion coming in, the Face of things in the Rouſe were 
in a great meaſure changed, another Spirit appearing in them then be- 
fore, inſomueh, that many made queſtion of the things that were for- 
merly done; ſome ſpeaking at a high rate in behalf of the Righrs of 
the Engliſh Free People, and againſt che Wrongs and Injuries that had 
been done unto them. This being done day by day, and the Houſe 
not agreeing what to call that Other Howſe , which was as it were 2 
nameleſſe Infant, and fain would be named the Houſe of Lords, was 
the greateſt part of their work, ſave that now and then, ſome little 
Matters came under Debate, as the Reviving and perfeRing their 
Committees, and Reading ſome former Bills. The Lord Craven: 
Caſe alſo was taken in , and the Councill on both parts heard at 
the Bar of the Houſe, with ſome other little Matters that paſſed ; 
but the greateſt part of time that was ſpent in the Houſe, (whileſt 
fitting) was in Conſidering and Debating what they ſhould call the 
Other — 

Towards the end of their ſitting, there came another Meſſage from 
the Other Houſe, after the ſame manner as before, Deſiring their | 
ing with them, in moving the Protector to Order, that the —— and ſuch: 
as had been in Armes under the late King, mig bi be exiled the City, and 
put out of the Lines of Communication, c. This Meſſage being alſo 
deſigned as ſhooing horn, to draw on their owning of them, received 
a like Anſwer as did the former, 

, Asfor the Other Houſe (who called themſelves the Houſe of Lords) 
they ſpent their time in little Matters, ſuch as chooſing of Commit - 
tees, and among other things , to conlides of the Priviledges and Ju- 
riſdiction of theit Houſe, (good wiſe ſouls) before they knew what 
their Houſe was, or ſhould be called. 

About which time alſo, a Petit on was preparing, by ſome faithfull 
Friends to the good 044 Caſe, in, and about the City of London which 
was afterward Printed, and ſigned with many thouſand Hands: which 
Petition makes mention of the ſeverall Particulars that were the 
Grounds of Conteſt between the late King, and Parliament, and the 

ood People of the Nation. And prayeth, The /ert/Ing thoſe geod things 
Fonghe fer, as the Reward and Fruit of the Bloud and Treaſure ſo great 

£xpended in the late Wars, Cc. This — was ready to be prelented

Had it not been ſutable to, and well be- 
coming that noble Commonwealth Spirit (ſo much pretended to) 
thus to have aſſay d, though they had fallen in it?

brain'd, then thoſe,(who remaining firm to, and being more refined in 
their former, good, and honeſt Principles, and will upon no account 
be drawn to deſert the good Old Canſe) they account and call fo ? 
And whether this unſettledneſſe in their Government , and changing 
both it and their Principles, in ſo ſhort a time; and going ſo diame- 
trically contrary to their former honeſt Proteſtations, Declarations, 
Sermons, and Actings, doth not in the view of all the world, De- 
clare them ſo to be ? 
* HR Whether the protector (ſo called) be not that himſelf 
ich he untruly charged upon the Members turned out of the Little 
Parliament (ſo called) viz. A deſtroyer of Magiſtracy and Miniſtery ? 
Of Magiſtracy, in breaking four Parliaments in five Years, and pul- 
ling np by the roots, what in him lieth, the very Baſis and Foundation 
of all juſt power, to wit, the Intereſt of the good People of this 
Commonwealth; making himſelf, and his own Will and Luſt, che 
Baſis and Foundation thereof > And doth he not at his pleaſure ſup- 
eſſe and deſtroy all Military and Civil! Power, and Governours that 
ubmit not thereunto ? Is he not likewiſe a great deſtroyer of Mini- 
ſtery, in taking from them their Religious, or Divine Capacities, put- 
ting them into that of Ly or Common and accordingly, in a profeſ- 
ſed way, preferring them to places of Advantage by the Tryers ? 

Ninthly. the Protectot be ſo wiſe and underſtanding, ſs 
tender and carefull of the Common Intereſt (as is —— to) 2- 
bove all others whatſoverꝰ yea, above and beyond the four Patlia- 
ments he hath diſſolved ? And may it not be enquired how he came 
to this great height of Knowledge and abſolute underſtanding, ſee - 
ing there are very many worthy Patriots, ſometimes his Equals (ac 
lealt) of as high a Deſcent, of as good breeding, of as great Parts, of 
as fair an Intereſt, as alſo as well verſed in Government as himſelf ? 
Whether it may not be wondred at, that he ſhould be ſo exceeding 
wiſe, and tender above all, even above Parliaments themſelves, 

Tenthly, Whether Sit Henry Vane, Major Generall Harriſon, the late 
Preſident Bradſhaw, Sit Arthur Haſlerigg Lieutenant Generall Ludlow, 
with hundreds more of worthy Patriots,that have ventured far in their 
Countreys Cauſe, for Juſtice and Freedom, may not rationally be 
thought to be as carefull and tender of the good of their Countrey 
as the Protector? ; 

Eleventhly , Whether it doth not rankly ſavour of high Pride and
